LOOTING RELIEF BILLS. 


The stand which President Nagel taok 
with regard to relief bills in the Council 
last night cannot be too highly com-

Mr. Nagel holds that the passage of 
such bills by the Municipal Assembly is 
in direct opposition to the provisions of 
the city charter and the State Constitu- 
tion. The State Constitution forbids mu- 
nicipalities to pay any claim not based 
on a contract authorized by law. The 
city charter forbids the payment of 
claims except on contract or in case of 
injury to persons or property for which 
there is no remedy at law. 

These provisions mark clearly the lim- 
itations of claims and relief bills which 
the Municipal Assembly must adhere to. 
To allow claims cutside of these limita- 
tions is to pay out the city’s money, as 
Chairman Heckel of the Claims Commit- 
tee advocated paying it, “regardless of 
law, the charter or anything else.” Fort- 
unately, as Mr, Nagel pointed out to the 
shameful discomfiture of the Councilman 
who advocated such reckless lawlessness 
in disposing of the city’s money, the 


eharter provides a punishment for such 
‘Offenses on the part of public officers.

UP GOES BEER IN CHICAGO. 


Brewers to Quit Supporting Saloens 
and 1,700 to Close Doors. 


CHICAGO, IIL, Dec. 14.—A local paper 
says: . 

Chicago brewers are tired of being saloon- 
keepers, and have decided that after Jan: 1 
there will be 1,700 fewer saloons in the city 


than at present) Those that remain must 
ae a third-or a half more for beer than is 
ing paid now. 

In consequence of this decision there is 
eneral alarm among saloon-keepers whose 

censes are owned and whose rents are 
paid by the brewers, and 2,000 or more of 
them are wondering. who will have to seek 
other fields of labor. 

The leading brewers of the city at sev- 
erni secret meetings decided to raise the 
price of beer Jan. 1. Comparisons of re- 
celpts and expenses have shown that the 
close competitnon in Chicago’ has na 
losing game, and the brewers have decided 
to retrench. 

For several years it has been the policy 
of the brewérs to establish saloons . wher- 
ever there was a prospect of selling enough 
beer to make a paying business. mpeti- 
tion has been so close that a brewery would 
establish a saloon in a neighborhood where 
it was known that there would be little or 
no return, simply to prevent some other 
brewer from securing a foothold in that 
territory. It‘is said that the breweries have 
lost money and many am us saloon- 
keepers have sunk their savings in a losing 
business. 

In their recent meetings the brewers de- 
cided that there are too many saloons in 
the city and they concluded to lop off a large 
number of them, believing that those that ; 
remain will be able to do as.much business 
as was formerly done, and that with less 
ex se. 7 

e proprietor said the Brewers’. Asgoci- 
ation has agreed, with.the exception of jone 
man, who is fot a Chicago brewer, to iad- 
vance the fe from $4 to $ a barrel.
